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Jephson Gardens are situated opposite to the 
Pump Rooms and are tastefully laid out tracts of 
ground wherein during the season numerous enter¬ 
tainments are held. The gardens are named after Dr. 
Jephson, a medical man who was largely instru¬ 
mental in bringing the medicinal springs of Leaming¬ 
ton into general notice. A statute to his memory is 
erected here, and also an obelisk to Mr. Edward 
Willis, the donor of the land. 
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
